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The Wetterhorn is—in the opinion of Mr. W. A. B. 
Coolidge, the first literary authority on the Alps—perhaps 
the most graceful of all the great Oberland peaks. It is 
one of the sights of Grindelwald. It has three summits, of 
which the highest is 12,166 feet. The mountain was first 
ascended in 1844. 
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
